1 . AMBASSADOR JOSE DE LA PUENTE, MINISTER OF FOREIGN 
RELATIONS OF PERU, WRITES IN ANSWER TO YOUR LETTER OE 
NOVEMBER 17 ON THE CONSEQUENCES OE AN INCREASE IN OIL 
PRICES AND ITS EFEECT ON ECONOMIES OE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES.

THERE WAS DISCUSSION ABOUT USING THE NUCLEAR DEEENSE 
AEFAIRS COMMITTEE AS A FORUM FOR HANDLING INTERFACE 
BETWEEN ALLIANCE NUCLEAR AND CONVENTIONAL DEFENSE PLANNING.

PERMANENT MEMBERS OF NPG (UK AND ITALY) BEFORE RAISING IT 
IN AN NPG PERMREPS SESSION IN BRUSSELS.
